Specific inquiry 
is made as to whether the roads aie 
being & properly repaired this year, 
with ihe turtiier provision that if 
they are not the 
postmaster must 


give the department the "names and 
iddresses or road supervisors or other 
otlictals who should be notified by the 
department."

words, they donrt propose to maintain 
rural free delivery routes over bad 
and uuworked roads. Good roads are 
now one of the requirements in get- 
ting a rural route established. It h> 
possible that this incentive will at 
last aw:ken the interest in gotid roads 
that has been agitated for years with- 
out much success. 


The rural free delivery carriers are 
paid only -?->oo a year and they must 
furnish their uwn horse and vehicle.
